Manila, Jan; 17.—The delay of 
the 


United States senate in ratifying the 
treaty of peace is the most dangerous 
feature of the situation here. The na- 
tives do not understand why the sen- 
ate^ should take so long to reach a de- 
cision. They have always been accus- 
tomed to a'government essentially mil- 
itary, whose naturally promt and di- 
rect methods not even Spanish procras- 
tination and red tape could wholly de- 
feat.- They perceive that the hands of 
the American '. military 
commanders 


are in a measure tied by the senate. 
All this greatly: . damages American 
prestige in the islands and makes 
a 


settlement increasingly difficult. 


The deadlock with the rebels under 


Aguinaldo remains unbroken, but the 
city is quiet and business is proceed- 
ing much as usual. Two-thirds of the 
population really prefer. American rule, 
but fear to oppose Aguinaldo and his 
armed bands.

v more courage if they could'be assured 


that the United States. would keep the 
islands .and protect them.

FATHER CHINJQUY DEAD, 


"Reformed 
Priest" at 
Canada Fusses 


Away In Montreal. 


Montreal, Que., Jan." 17.—Rev. Chas. 


Chiniqus", .the "apostle of .temperance," 
died Monday. To the end he-adhered 
to the Protestant faith. :Chas.' Chini- 
quy was born in Kamouraska, Quebec, 
July 30, 1S09. He was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1833. In 1S51 he v-isited 
Illinois,, and in the following year the 
village of St.,Anne, in Kankakee coun- 
ty, was founded. Father Chi'nicmy and 


• his superior, Bishop O'Reagan, became 


involved in long-drawn disputes, lead- 
ing to legal action, in which the for- 
mer was defended by Abraham 
Lin- 


coln. The quarrel was carried to Rome 
and laid before the pope. 


In 1858 the entire village of St. Anne, 


with the expeption of fifteen families, 
withdrew from the

church, and the dissenters later decid- 
ed to. unite 
with 
the 
Presbyterian 


church. On April 15, 1SGO, the Presby- 
tery of Chicago adjourned'their meet- 
ing from Chicago to St. Anne, where 
Father Chiniciuy presented the names 
of nearly 2,000 converts, who were re- 
ceived into full communion. 


- .Father.'Chiniquy then, embarked 
upon, a career, which made him known 
around the world.

ited the western states and afterward 


. spent two years lecturing in Australia 
and flie,antipodes.

I have known some queer marriages 


in the twenty years- I have knocked 
about the world, but I think the pair- 
ing off of the. jailbirds at Andaman 
was the. strangest of them nil. For a 
couple of years I 
commanded 
the 


steamer that runs down' monthly from 
Calcutta, to the penal colony for Brit- 
ish India on the Andaman and Nicp- 
bar islands. I w"as a youngster then 
and interested in all sorts of things, 
and it didn't take me long to strike up 
an acquaintance with the Chief Com- 
missioner or President of the colony, 
who used to let me go> all over the 
place. 
The female prison was an pb- 


1ect 
of special interest to me, and I 


must, have been ah object of special' 
interest to the 'prisoners, for, except 
the gray-haired superintendent, they, 
didn't see a man from one year's end 
to another. I had a smattering of the 
language, and enjoyed several .harm- 
less flirtations with 
dusky . beauties 


whose eccentricities even India 
had 


been unable to put up with. 
. 


The prison is as inaccessible as any 


Sultan's harem. 
It is 
built on 
a 


promontory and protected on the side 
toward the sea by a shegr cliff 200 feet 
high, while on the land 
side 
the 


grounds are surrounded by a fifteen- 
foot wall. 
There are several guards 


stationed at the entrance, and in or- 
der to get by the first of these a man 
has to give, a certain password. In re- 
turn this guard gives 
him : another 


password, which takes him.by the sec- 
ond-, and so on, past half a dozen, 
maybe. 
These police, as 
they 
are 


called, are the oldest and most hideous 
women in the jail. To be eligible a 
woman must -have gray hair and a 
face that would stop a clock. 


All the convicts went 
down 
from 


Calcutta in my boat, and when I saw 
them afterward in.the''prison .they al- 
ways remembered me, and some of 
them would have fallen on my neck if 
they hadn't been afraid of the super- 
intendent, who was generally along- 
side of me.
